To  the  Thetford  Borough  Council. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances,  health  and  vital  statistics  of  your  Borough  for  the 
ye  ar  1 951  . 


In  most  respects  the  health  of  the  Borough  has  been  good. 

The  birth  rate  has  risen,  and  is  now  appreciably  above  the  County 
rate  and  also  the  National  rate  which  has  continued  to  fall. 

The  death  rate  rose,  partly  owing  to  the  epidemic  of  influenza 
in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  remained  above  the  County  and 
National  rates  which,  however,  also  rose.  The  figures  for  the 
number  of  stillbirths  and  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  are 
too  small  to  be  statistically  significant. 


There  was  a  fall  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis, 
which  has  averaged  2  per  year  during  the  past  6  years.  Following 
the  presentation  of  my  Annual  Report  last  year,  I  suggested  that 
a  visit  by  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  operating  in  East  Anglia 
would  be  of  great  value  to  the  health  of  the  Borough.  I  am  glad 
to  be  able  to  report  that,  at  the  time  of  writing,  a  visit  by  the 
Unit  is  expected  shortly.  This  Mass  Radiography  Unit  has  a  large 
area  to  cover  including  a  number  of  fairly  large  towns ,  that  they 
have  decided  to  fit  in  a  visit  to  Thetford  is  largely  due  to  the 
excell  ent  response  by  the  townspeople  to  the  appeal  for  volunteers 
for  x-ray  which  I  made  a  few  months  ago. 


Deaths  from  motor  vehicle  and  other  accidents  rose  to  a  high 
figure  for  the  size  of  the  population. 

The  total  number  of  oases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  fell 
from  the  high  figure  for  the  previous  year,  this  was  due  to  the 
smaller  measles  epidemic  in  1 951 •  The  number  of  cases  of 
pneumonia,  mostly  associated  with  influenza,  increased. 
Notifications  of  tuberculosis  fell. 


National  Assistance  Act ,  1 948 . 


No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  under  Section  47  of  this  Act. 
Food  Poisoning  Outbreaks. 

One  outbreak  involving  two  cases  of  food  poisoning  was  notified 
during  the  year.  The  causal  organism  was  not  identified,  although 
the  milk  supply  was  suspected  as  being  the  source  of  the  outbreak.

sanitary  circumstances  op  the  area. 


Water  Supply. 


The  water  supply  is  derived  from  a  deep  well  into  chalk  within 
the  districts’  boundary.  This  supply  has  remained  satisfactory  both 
in  quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year. 

Practically  all  the  houses  within  the  district  have  a  piped 
water  supply ,  eith'  direct  into  the  house  or  to  within  the  curtilage 
of  the  house. 


Water  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  both  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  examination. 

Seven  samples  were  also  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  Bacteriological  examination  only.  A  copy  of  the  Chemical 
Analysis  Report  is  given  as  an  appendix. 

The  undermentioned  extensions  to  the  water  mains  were  laid 
during  the  year:- 

(i)  A  3  inch  main  from  the  existing  main  in  Icknield  Way 

to  serve  new  Council  Houses  erected  in  Icknield  Close. 


(ii)  Approximately  1,027  yards  of  7  inch  main  off  the  existing 
7  inch  main  from  the  Waterworks  in  Mundford  Road  via 
Croxton  Road  and  Vicarage  Road  to  link  with  the  4  inch 
main  in  Norwich  Road.  Inter-connections  were  made  in 
two  -olaces  from  the  nev;  7  inch  main  to  the  existing  3  inch 
main  in  Vicarage  Road,  in  order  to  give  an  increased  supply 
of  water  to  the  houses  in  this  road.  It  would  appear 
that  the  house  water  services  are  so  corroded  in  many 
cases  that  little  benefit  has  been  experienced  by  many 
householders . 

The  new  main  v;as  to  boost  water  supplies  in  the  area  in 
vyhich  it  was  laid. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage . 

During  the  year  under  review  work  has  been  progressing  on  the 
general  sewerage  scheme  for  Thetford.  The  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

have  been  completed  and  three-quarters  of  the  town  now  has  a  sevyer 
available,  A  start  was  made  on  reconnecting  properties  to  the  new 
sewer  in  the  Gravity  Area,  i.e.,  properties  having  cesspools  from 
which  there  was  an  overflow  through  filters  to  a  street  drain. 

23  such  re-connections  were  effected. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

The  only  change  during  the  year  was  the  addition  of  47 
water  closets  for  new  houses  and  the  conversion  of  7  vaults  to 
pails.  These  alterations  now  give  totals  of  450  7^ .  C  ’  s  ,  697  Pails, 
and  304  vaults  within  th^  Borough. 

Conservancy . 

Night  Soil  Collection  and  disposal  has  been  carried  out  as  in 
previous  years  from  premises  vyith  pail  closets  and,  in  addition, 

98  Vaults  and  72  Cesspools  were  emptied. 
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Refuse  Collection. 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  remained  the  same  as  in  previous 
years  and  covers  all  the  area.  Means  of  disposal  of  refuse  is  hy 
t ipping .

Byelaws  made  by  the  Council  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  securing  the  observance  of  Sanitary  and  Cleanly 
Condition;.,  and  Practices  in  connection  with  the  Handling,  V/rapping 
and  Delivery  of  Pood  and  Sale  of  Pood  in  the  Open  Air  have  given 
added  powers  in  ensuring  that  the  public  receive  a  clean  article 
of  food.  Advice  has  been  given  to  persons  handling  food  and  a  good 
standard  is  being  achieved  both  in  food  premises  and  in  vehicles  used 
for  the  transit  of  food. 

Ice -Cream. 

There  is  one  premise  registered  for  the  manufacture  and  sale 
of  ice-cream  and  fourteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  only. 

Nine  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  the  reports  received  showed  the 
samples  to  be  graded  as  f ollows : -
